PISD Public Information Director 
Jerry Smith testified today before the 
Texas House Public Education 
Committee at school finance hearings 
in Austin. 
Hoping to push through a more 
advantageous financing bill for Plano, 
Smith criticized House Speaker Bill 
Clayton’s proposed plan while urging 
' the committee to insure sufficient 
funds for equalization aid. 
The House committee is expected to 
recommend a new financing program 
to replace the current HB 1126 when a 
special legislative session convenes 
Monday. 
Representing the Plano Indepen­ 
dent School District as its official 
legislative basion, Smith’s speech to 
the House Public Education Com­ 
mittee was as follows: 
“ I wish to offer several concerns 
that the Plano Independent School 
D istrict has about the various 
proposals for financing the public 
schools of Texas. 
“Plano is a suburban school system. 
As such, we have great concern about

We believe such a 
situation is highly inequitable since it 
is in the suburban districts that most 
growth is occuring, and growth 
requires increased expenditures. 
“We believe our district is com­ 
parable to the other rapidly growing 
suburban systems which will suffer 
under the Clayton proposal. The

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The FBI 
today reported serious crime dropped 
9 per cent in the first three months this 
year — the sharpest quarterly drop in 
19 years — but credited it partly to 
last winter’s severe weather. 
The decline from the first quarter of 
1976 embraced almost all types of 
major 
crimes except 
rapes and 
assaults. It was reported in both ur­ 
ban and rural areas and in all sections 
of the country, the FBI said 
While there have been two recent 
quarterly declines, the FBI said the 
1977 drop was the sharpest recorded 
since it began 
issuing quarterly 
reports in 1958. 
It quoted Attorney General Griffin 
Bell, however, as saying last winter’s 
severe weather, the worst on record in 
many regions, could have had a 
“substantial” influence in reducing 


per student is $59,000 on full market 
value and $48,000 on ag-use value, 
both figures well below the state 
average. 
“These values result from the fact 
that 55.85 percent of Plano’s value is 
in residential property, 17.75 percent 
in undeveloped rural property and 
only 14.66 percent in commercial and 
industrial property. This means that 
our 
homeowners—most 
of 
our 
residents—are having to foot the bill 
through a heavy tax bite. 
“Compounding our below average 
values in Plano is our growth situation 
and the corresponding building 
program that is required. Our growth 
from 1,335 students in 1961 to 17,465 
today has resulted in our taxpayers 
paying 75 cents in taxes to fund our 
bonded indebtedness for each $1 they 
pay in taxes to fund our operating 
budget. 
“It also means that our per student 
expenditure for debt service is almost 
three times the state average while 
our maintenance and operation ex­ 
penditure is below the state norm. 
“And this situation will not get any 
better for Plano in the future. We are 
facing another bond issue in the fall. 
And our land planners have developed 
a master plan for our 114 square miles 


crime. 
Property crimes led the decline 
with a 9 per cent drop, the FBI said. 
Thefts dropped ll per cent, burglaries 
7 per cent and motor vehicle thefts 4 
per cent. 
Violent crimes decreased only 3 per 
cent. Whiie robberies dropped 8 per 
cent and murders 5 per cent, they 
were offset by a 5 per cent increase in 
rapes and a I per cent increase in 
assaults. 
All regions reported decreases, the 
FBI said The north-central states 
reported a 16 per cent decrease, 
northeastern states 9 per cent, 
southern stat es 8 per cent and western 
states 3 per cent , 
Nearly every city, suburban and 
rural police agency reported less 
crime this year than during the same 
period last year 


which indicates that by the year 2000, 
we will need an additional 76 schools 
to go with the 20 we currently have. 
“We believe it most inequitable that 
state accreditation standards require 
certain facility standards, but the 
state does not take into account the 
expenditures required for facilities 
when it attempts to devise a school 
finance plan. 
“Therefore, we strongly urge this 
committee to recommend a bill that 
bases the Local Fund Assignment on 
categorical values. A 20 or 40 percent 
back-off on residential values is most 
needed to keep from imposing 
significantly higher Local Fund 
Assignments on suburban districts 
already 
strapped 
with 
locally 
financed building programs. 
“We also strongly urge this com­ 
mittee to insure that sufficient funds 
are available so that the below- 
average-value districts do, in fact, 
receive the actual per student 
amounts in equalization aid. 
“It is an injustice to the school 
districts and the students they 
educate to tell them they will receive 
$185 or $205 per student only to have 
that amount pro rated significantly 
downward because sufficient funds 
were not made available.” 


A check of the crime rates in major 
cities showed the decreases varied 
widely, however Some big cities had 
thousands fewer major crimes, but 
San Francisco achieved a reduction of 
just six incidents, the report showed.

A spokesman for the city of Bonn, West Germany, said as many couples 
were to be married in the city on the 7th as normally are wed in two weeks 
Smith Shares Plano Viewpoint 
With Special House Committee

James Owen Livingston, sentenced 
to die for a 1974 murder-robbery at a 
rural Collin County grocery store, was 
denied a new trial yesterday by 199th 
District Court Judge Tom Ryan. 
Attorneys for the condemned 
prisoner, set for execution Aug. I, 
appeared before the court for a 
Habeas Corpus hearing. 
According to Sheriff Jerry Burton, 
the lawyers 
contended 
that 
a 
psychiatrist’s testimony during the 
original trial was not sufficient to 
justify whether Livingston was sane 
or insane at the time of the offense, 
and that the jury was not given the 
opportunity to decide on the defen­ 
dant’s sanity. 
The contention of the district at­ 
torney, Burton said, was that the 
psychiatrist’s 
testim ony 
was 
irrelevant and that there was a 
question of 
law 
as 
to 
whether 
Livingston would be a threat to 
society at a future date. 
Judge Ryan apparently agreed with 
D.A. Tom O’Connell, since the ap­ 
plication for a new trial was denied. 
The next step in foregoing execution 
will be an appeal to federal district 
court, however, Livingston’s a t­ 
torneys did not indicate whether or 
not they would appeal. 
Livingston and a partner, Robert 
Excel White (also sentenced to 
death), were convicted in the $60 
robbery May ll, 1974 of the Hilltop 
Grocery near McKinney. Three 
persons—owner Preston Broyles and 
his two young customers, Billy St. 
John and Gary Coker—were mur­ 
dered. 
More than three years later, both 
Livingston and White remain on death 
row at Huntsville State Prison

‘Citizen’ Selection 
Highlights Picnic 


Most CB and “ ham ” radio sets have a meter on the front panel called an “S” meter. The S- 
meter measures relative incoming signal strength. While most radio hobbyists know that the 
higher the reading, the stronger the signal, there is much misunderstanding about what the S- 
meter is acutally telling the operator. 
TheS-meter is actually a microvoltmeter positioned in the front end of the receiving circuit 
of a receiver or transceiver. Very few S-meters are accurate in terms of correctly indicating 
received signal strength. You have to take a number of variables into consideration, in­ 
cluding the sensitivity of the receiver. Naturally, the better the receiver, the higher the S- 
meter reading. When you give someone a signal report from your S-meter reading, you are 
not only giving him a report on his transm itted signal, you are also giving a report on your 
receiver! Therefore, most signal strength S-meters can only be used as relative indicating 
instruments. They are very useful for comparing the level of one signal to another. Radio 
hobbyists should be aware of the fact that S-meters on different makes of radio sets will give 
different readings on the same signal...and even then, probably neither is accurate. 
An “S” unit is an arbitrary voltage strength level. While most m anufacturers establish a 
receiving voltage of 50 or IOO microvolts as the “S-9” level, this is NOT universal. It can be 
more or less.So you can see, S-meter reports are not a very accurate method of measuring a 
transm itters strength. Signal levels can easily be higher than indicated, hense the radio 
operator’s term, a “Scotch S-meter” - or a stingy m eter that indicates less than it probably 
should! 
S-meters are calibrated from one to nine, with “S-9” supposedly meaning extremely strong 
signals. Above S-9, the meter is usually calibrated in “decibels” . A common misconception is 
that when you go from S-4 toS-8 that the signal is twice as strong. This is not true at all! lf you 
doubled the pow'er output on a given transm itter, you would hardly notice the S-meter in­ 
crease at all. A power increase of ten times would only bean increase of a couple of S-units! A 
signal increasing the meter reading by 4 S-units, would probably be one hundred times 
stronger. That does not mean that you would hear it one hundred times stronger though. It 
just doesn't work that way. As a general rule, the human ear is just barely able to detect the 
difference when you double the power! If a sound were increased 1000 times in power, it 
would only appear to the ear to be 30 times as loud. 
So you can see, there is more to the S-meter reading than you realized. It is probably the 
most misunderstood and misused of all indicating instruments of the radio hobbyist.The best 
way to give meaningful signal reports is not by the S-meter reading. One is more concerned 
with “readability” in radio communication and not with basically meaningless meter 
readings. 
It is far better to give reports such as, “ Your signal is weak and unreadable” , or “fair, 
good, strong” and “ barely readable or readable” . After all, from a communications stand­ 
point, it is the understanding of radio signals that is the important factor and not the signal 
strength. An S-9 signal might be useless if the noise or interference level is high - while an S I 
signal might get through on a clear frequency.
